Hospitals . 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  Saddleworth,  which  since  July  5th,  is 
within  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  Area,.  As  hospital  facilities  are 
more  easily  available  across  the  County  Boundary  however ,  it  has  been  agreed 
that  hospitals  in  the  Manchester  Region  should  serve  this  district. 

General  cases  go  to  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary,  Boundary  Park  General 
Hospital  and  Ashton  District  Infirmary,  specialised  hospitals  being  avail¬ 
able  in  Manchester.  Maternity  beds  are  provided  at  Boundary  Park  General 
Hospital,  Oldham,  and  infectious  diseases  beds  are  provided  at  Uesthulme 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

The  old  small  pox  hospital  at  Runninghill ,  which  has  not  been  used 
for  many  years,  was  not  taken  over  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  has  been 
disposed  of  by  your  Council*

Hospital  Treatment. 

The  arrangement  continues,  whereby  cases  of  infectious  diseases  requiring 
hospital  treatment  are  removed  to  'Tosthulme  Hospital,  Oldham.  After  July  5"th, 
the  local  authorities  were  no  longer  responsible  for  these  arrangements,  but  the 
same  arrangements  have  been  continued  by  the  Oldham  Hospital  Management  Coramittei 
Scarlet  Fever  was  again  fairly  common,  but  in  the  usual  mild  form  which  we 
expect  these  days.  The  case  rate  works  out  at  ,.84  per  1000  of  the  population, 
compared  with  1*73  for  the  average  of  the  last  10  years,  and  1*73  for  England 
and  stales  for  this  year.  There  were  no  deaths, 

Measles .  This  disease  was  less  prevalent  with  a  rate  of  4*99  compared 
with  9*$5  for  the  last  8  years,  and  9.34  for  England  and  Wales.  In  most  cases 
it  was  mild,  and  there  was  only  one  death,  a  small  infant*. 

whooping-c ough  was  again  fairly  prevalent,  there  being  an  incidence  of 
2.-58  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared  with  an  average  of  2.44  over  the  last 
8  years,  and  3*42  for  England  and  Uhles.-  There  were  no  deaths. 
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Diphtheria.  The  three  cases  all  occured  in  December,  two  were  in  school 
children  whose  immunisation  had  not  been  reinforced  since  1941  and  1942 
respectively,  and  the  other  case  was  ah  adult..  All  three  cases  were  severe, 
and  due  to  the  gravis  strain;  there  were  r.o  deaths.  This  gives  a  case  rate 
of  .18  per  1000  of  population,  compared  with  average  for  the  last  10  years 
of  .33 »  England  and  ^ales  1948,  *33* 

Poliomyelitis .  There  was  one  case'  of  polioencephalitis  (aged  11 )  that 
proved  fatal,  and  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  (aged  2)  which  is  making  a  good 
recovery.

ferred  to  the  County  Council,  and  all  roccr'is  are  now  kept  at  the  Divisional 
Office.

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Disinfection. 

After  recovery  or  removal  of  a  case  of  infectious  disease,  the  houso- 
holder  is  advised  on  cleansing  of  the  sick  room  and  contents,,  and  a  certificate 
to  obtain:  extra  soap  supplied.  If  the  householder  so  wishes,,  the  room  is 
fumigated  by  formalin  spray  and  bedding  disinfected  by  arrangement;  with  TCesthulme 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.

The  Tuberculosis  Service  for  this  district  centres  on  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary,  Court  Street,  Uppermill,  which  was  taken  over  from  the  County  Council 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  on  July  5"th,.  but  so  far,  no  changes  in  the 
services  have  resulted  from  this  transfer.

"That  the  Council  be  recommended  to  epprov.o  of  the  amendment  of  the  existing 
Points  System  for  the  letting  of  Council  Houses  to  provide  that  in  any  proved 
case  of  Open  Tuberculosis  whore  the  housing  circumstances  do  not  allow  the 
patient  to  have  a  seperate  bedroom  to  themselves,  the  House-Letting  Sub-Committee 
of  the  Council  should  be  authorised  to  give  special  and  imediate  priority  to 
such  a  case  in  re-housing,  pr  viding  that  a  roccmendation  on  any  particular 
case  which  is  submitted  by  the  Medical  Officer  cf  Health  should  first  be  submitted 
to  the  Council  for  consideration,  so  that  the  Council  may  give  instructions  thereon 
to  the  House-Letting  Sub-Committee."

An  area  of  approximately  9 Ou  acres  in  extent  in  the  Denshaw  district 
is  supplied  by  the  Oldham  Corporation  outside  their  statutory  area-. 

A  small  area  in  the  Grotton  district  of  approximately  I38  acres  is 
supplied  by  the  Ashton  3  &  D  (District)  waterworks  Joint  Committee  and  this 
is  also  outside  their  statutory  area8 

The  water  from  these  moorland  reservoirs  is  said  to  be  naturally  plumbo- 
solvent,  so  special  treatment  has  been  adopted'  (Alunino- ferric  and  chalk  with 
subsequent  filtration  through  pressure  filters). 

There  are  still  a  large  number  of  houses  in  the  district  which  obtain 
their  water  from  wells  and  springs,  A  survey  made  in  1938  showed  that  more 
than  1,000  houses  in  the  district  were  outside  the  areaa  of  supply  from 
existing  Town  Mains  and  relied  entirely  for  their  supply  from  wells  and  springs. 

A  number  of  these  wells  and  springs  on  the  hillsides  are  subject  to 
pollution  from  surface  water  and  the  surface  manuring  of  the  land. 

A  survey  of  these  properties  shows  that  approximately  a  further  300 
houses  could  be  given  supplies  from  the  Hater  Company’s  Mains,  but  these 


1 ' 


•  would  require  extension  for  considerable  distances  in  sene  cases. 

It  might  also  be  necessary  to  instal  pumping  plants  to  raise  the  water 
to  the  levels  required  in  certain  parts  of  the  area. 

The  number  of  houses  supplied  with  water  from  the  Company's  mains  in 
.1933  was  4*400.  This  figure  will  new  require  revision  '! 


An  increasing  number  of  private  water  supplies  are  found  to  be  contaminated, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  bo  possible  in.  the  near  future  to  extend  the 
number  of  houses  supplied  with  company  water,  as  many  of  the  premises  using 
contaminated  water,  are  farms  where  niiL  is  produced.

Saddleworth  has  iti  own  modern  sewage  disposal  works  and  a  system 
of  main,  sewers  which  drain  sewage  for  all  the  centres  of  population.  There 

are  however,  still  several  properties  in  this  area,  which  are  not  yet 
connected  up  to  the  coders  and  a  number  of  small  extensions  are  urgently  req¬ 
uired.  I  give  below,  extracts  from  the  report  of  the  Surveyor

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There  aro  no  sewor3  in  the  northern  part  of  the  Springhead  area  beyond 
Scouthead  and  Austerlands* 

Most  of  the  built  up  area  of  tho  district  is  3ewered  but  there  are 
certain  properties  on  the  outlying  hillsides  which  still  require  sewers 
extending  to  connect  them  to  the  main  drainage  system. 

A  number  of  sewer  extension  schemes  were  prepared  before  the  V»ar  with 
the  object  of  connecting  up  to  the  main  drainage  system  additional  outlying 
properties  on  the  hillsides  in  the  district*. 

It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  make  a  start  with  any  of  these  schemes. 

The  chief  of  these  are  in  the  Diglee  area,  Higgle,  Kinder3  Lane,  and  Boarshurst 
Lane,  Greenfield,  Roundhill  and  Edge  End,  Dobcross  and  Beech  Lane  and  Burnedge 
Lane,  Grasscroft. 

No  major  sewer  extension  works  have  been  carried  out  during  1943  but 

new  branch  sewers  have  been  laid  to  deal  with  SO  now  houses  at  Cooper  Street 

Estate,  Springhead,  2 5  new  houses,  Tfarlow  Drive,  Greenfield,  12  new  houses, 

Dumfries  Avenue,  Denshaw,  and  42  houses  at  Lodge  Lane,  Delph. 

* 

So  far  as  is  possible  all  new  sewering  works  in  the  district  are  now 
carried  out  on  the  separate  system. 

Trade  waste  effluents  from  factorioa  and  works  in  various  parts  of  the 
area  are  connected  to  the  main  sewers  at  different  points  by  private  drains. 

The  volume  of  effluent  discharged  from  these  premises  is  metered  at  the  point 
of  connection  to  the  3 ewer  and  a  charge  is  made  the  Council-  to  tho 
respective  owners  of  the  premises  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage*  There 
are  still  four  factories  in  the  district-  which  have  trade  waste  discharges 
which  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  system, 

Sewage  Purification 

Mr.  Fisher,  Manager  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Plants  reports 
"Purification  of  sewage  and  trade  effluent  has  been  satisfactorily 
carried  out  at  the  Council's  two  treatment  works  without  complaint* 

Sludge  disposal  at  the  Greenfield  ’.Vorks  has  been  difficult.  Pending 
the  installation  of  the  Heated  Sludge  Digestion  Plant  (recently  approved  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health),  the  construction  of  temporary  sludge  drying  beds 


will  continue. 
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Laboratory  investigations  have  been  made  regarding  the  purification 
of  trade  effluent  from  the  Greenfield  Paper  Mill,  which  effluent  is  at 
present  discharged  to  the  River  Chew  after  preliminary  treatment*. 

An  experimental  biological  filtration  plant  has  been  constructed  at  the 
Greenfield  Sewage  Works  to  further  investigate  the  purification  of  this 
trade  effluent.  This  work  will  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the  filters  reach 
maturity*"

Housing*. 

My  General  impression  is  that  many  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  not 

fit  for  human  habitation,  judged  on  standards  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of 

%  • 

Health.  Some  are  structurally  unsound,  some  are  of  the  back  to  back  type, 
and  some  are  back  to  earth*  All  these  should  be  dealt  with  under  Section  11 

of  the  Housing  Act  when  the  housing  situation  permits.

Many  of  the  houses  are  of  sound  construction  and  are  capable  of  re-condit-

ioning  or  reconstruction  to  bring  them  up  to  the  modern  requirements.  A  full 
housing  survey  is  necessary  to  estimate  the  number  of  houses  in  these  categories 
In  the  meantime,  it  is  only  possible  to  keep  them  in  as  reasonable

a  state  of  repair  as  possible  by  action  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Acts,  having  in  mind  the  need  to  rnkc  the  best  of  every  house  available 
during  the  present  housing  shortage.  Full  particulars  of  the  action  taken 
during  the  year,  are  given  in  the  roport  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.

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DAIRIES  AND  00.75 HEPS 

Sixty-five  visits  were  paid  to  dairy  farms,  and  improve¬ 
ments  were  made  at  several  shippons  and  dairies  in  the  District. 

Eighteen  samples  of  milk  were  examined  bacteriologically. 
Fifteen  were  satisfactory,  •  aind  three  were  unsatisfactory.  Nine 
samples  were  taken  for  the  presence  of  tuberculosis;  seven  were 
negative,  and  two  wore  positive. 

Twelve  applications  for  registration  as  milk  producers 
wore  granted  during  the  year. 

There  are  eleven  licences  in  force  for  the  production  of 
Accredited  Milk,  and  four  for  the  production  of  tuberculin-tested 
milk. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

One  slaughterhouse  has  been  in  use  in  the  District  during 
1948.  This  was  used  for  the  slaughter  of  horses.  Seven-hundred 
horses  were  slaughtered,  and  an  inspection  was  made  in  each  instance, 
involving  one -hundred-and  thirty-eight  visits  to  the  slaughterhouse.

Luring  the  year  further  visits  were  made  to  factories,  with 
pocial  reference  to  the  Provisions  of  Section  34  of  the  Factories  Act, 
937.  Inspections  showed  that  these  Provisions  and  the  necessary 
Certificates  v/ere  issued  in  nine  instances. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Fourteen  observations,  each  of  thirty  minutes'  duration  were 
made  during  the  year.  In  two  instances  smoko  was  emitted  for  more 
than  three  minutes  during  the  period  of  thirty  minutes;  and  in  both 
c^ses  the  owners  were  cautioned.  The  Advisory  Engineers  of  the 
Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power  were  asked  for  advice  in  each  of  these 
instances,  aid  they  visited  the  premises.  Consequently,  there  has 
since  been  much  improvement. 

SCAVENGING 

Luring  the  year  the  Council  has  taken  delivery  of  three  now 
refuse  collection  vehicles,  thus  bringing  the  total  of  new  vehicles 
to  four.  The  only  vehicle  now  whhEh  requires  replacing  is  that 
used  for  the  emptying  of  pail-closets,  and  the  Council  agreed  to 
replace  this  during  the  financial  year  1949-1950.

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

There  are  two  sites  in  the  District  upon  which  are  placed 
caravans  and  wooden  erections,  and  both  sites  arc  reasonably 
satisfactory.  They  are  provided  with  a  water  supply  and  sanitary 
accommodation. 

Owing  to  the  housing  shortage,  the  tendency  for  persons 
permanently  to  occupy  these  structures  has  increased,  and  the  problem 
of  drainage  has,  accordingly,  become  greater. 

SALVAGE  OF  WASTE  MATERIALS 

The  Council  employ  three  men  on  salvage  work  at  the  Greenfield 
Sewage  Works  where  three  paper-baling  machines,  and  one  tin-baling 
machino  are  in  use.

None  of  these  premises  are  ideal  for  the  purpose,  never thelessE,  much  good 
work  is  done  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  attendances  are  increasing  steadily. 
Though  they  do  not  replace  the  ante-natal  visits  of  the  midwives  to  the  home, 
they  enable  all  midwives  ’  cases  to  be  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer-,  together 
with  the  midwives  in  charge  of  the  case.  Blood  tests  are  made  in  all  cases, 
and  any  abnormality  not  capable  of  correction,  at  the  Clinic  is  referred  to 
the  Consultant  Gyntcologist ,  Boundary  Park  Hospital,  Oldham. 

There  are  no  special  post-natal  sessions  held,  but  the  Medical  Officer- 
carries  out  post-natal  examinations  when  these  are  consented  to  by  the  patient. 
Dr,  A.F.G.  Hughes  is  Medical  Officer  to  all  the  clinics.  Nutritional  supple¬ 
ments  as  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Food  are  also 
distributed.

The  Delph  ..nte-Natal  Clinic  was  discontinued  on  the  12th  February,  19 1\2 , 
due  to  lack  of  attendance,  but  is  now  being  re-opened. 

The  Springhead  Clinic  is  at  the  moment  very  congested,  and  unfortunately, 
mothers  often  have  a  long  wait.  The  new  Ante-Natal  Clinic  proposed  for 
Greenfield  will  relieve  this. 

I  ATERNITY  ACC  OMMODATION . 

Practically  all  institutional  confinomonts  in  this  area  are  accommodated 
at  Boundary  Park  Hospital,  or  T.oodfield  Nursing  Home,  Oldham.  All  cases  where 
it  is  a  first  child,  or  where  there  arc  medical  reasons,  or  where  the  circumstances 
are  not  suitable  for  a  confinement  in  the  hone  are  admitted  there,  and  in  spite 
of  the  staff  difficulties  they  have  had,  very  few  requests  for  admission  have 
been  refused.  In  any  case  of  doubt  in  the  latter  class  of  admissions,  reference 
is  made  to  this  office  for  a  decision  ns  to  the  suitability  of  the  home  for 
a  domicilliary  confinement. 

137  out  of  256  births  to  Saddlewor+h  mothers  took  place  in  these  hospitals. 

CHILD  VjSLFAHE.

HORS  VISITING. 

All  births  in  this  district  arc  '  otified  to  me  by  the  doctors,  midwives 
or  institutions  concerned.  242  live  births  bein/r  notified,  compared  with 
256  registered  in  the  area. 
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The  Health  Visitors  visit  the  child's  hone  on,  or  shortly  after  the 
14th  day,  and  the  mother  is  given  any  advice  or  help  necessary,  and  urged  to 
attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  Further  ’periodic  visits  are  made  when 
necessary  and  possible. 

There  have  been  many  additional  duties  allocated  to  the  Health  Visitor 
during  the  year,  so  that  with  only  two  part-time  Health  Visitors  in  lieu  of 
an  official  establishment  of  four,  the  hone  visits  to  infants  have  not  been  os 
frequent  as  I  would  like,  nevertheless,  first  visits  have  been  carried  out 
promptly  in  all  cases,  and  the  popularity  of  the  Infant  welfare  Clinics  have 
ensured  that  most  infants  have  been  kept  under  observation. 

Excellent  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Almoner  of  the  Oldham 
Hospital  Group,  and  we  are  notified  when  a  patient  is  booked  for  her  confine¬ 
ment  at  the  hospital,  so  that  ante-natal  visits  can  be  made  to  the  home.  If 

a  mother  is  not  discharged  at  the  normal  time  (10th  day),  we  are  also 
notified  so  that  the  Health  visitor  is  saved  a  fruitless  journey  to  the  home* 
Illegitimate  Births. 

There  were  10  illegitimate  births  in  the  district  during  the  year,  and  all 
ini  ants  received  priority  in  home  visiting  and  all  are  naking  satisfactory 
progress. 

Premature  Births. 

There  were  4  births  classified  ns  premature  (i.e.  lbs.,  or  under) 

during  the  year,  two  single  births  and  a  pair  of  twins.  All  infants  made 

good  progress  and  no  special  care  was  needed. 

Early  in  1 9^-9 »  one  district-nurse/midwife  attended  a  course  on  the 
care  of  premature  infants,  at  the  Sorrento  Hospital-  Birmingham,  and  a  premature 
baby  nursing  outfit  is  kept  at  the  Divisional  Office  and  sent  by  ambulance  to 
the  home  when  needed.

At  each  centre,  babies  and  toddlers  under  five  are  regularly  weighed, 
and  advice  is  given  by  the  Health  Visitor.  On  first  attendance,  and  subseq¬ 
uently  as  thought  necessary  by  the  Health  Visitor,  the  Medical  Officer  is  seen 
Cases  requiring  treatment  are  referred  to  their  family  doctor,  or  where 
appropriate,  the  County  Council's  schemes  for  Ear,  Nose,  and  Throat,  and 
Orthopaedic  treatment  are  used.

In  addition,  24  special  examinations  of  children  of  school  age  have  been 
carried  out  for  various  purposes,  generally  in  connection  with  Section  34 
of  the  Education  Act. 

Four  children  were  recommended  for  admission  to  special  residential  schools 
during  the  year,  and  two  admitted  there  for  the  following  reasons

Owing  to  the  district  being  served  mainly  by  snail  scattered  schools,  it 
has  not  been  found  practicable  to  run  a  set  school  clinic,  but  the  school 
nurses,  visit  each  school  regularly  and  carry  out  such  treatment  of  minor 
ailments  in  the  schools  as  is  found  necessary.  This  arrangement  appears 
to  work  quite  satisfactorily  except  , for  an  occasional  case  where  the  Ear,  Nose, 
and  Throat  Surgeon  recommends  some  intensive  course  of  local  treatment,  in 
which  case  the  patient  is  referred  to  their  own  doctor  for  this,  or  the  school 
nurse  visits  and  instructs  the  mother  how  to  carry  out  the  treatment  in  the 
home  • 

Ophthalmic  Scheme. 

1;6  children  were  referred  to  the  County  Council  Oculist  for  examination, 
and  glasses  were  prescribed  for  36  children  during  tho  year.. 

School  I:ilk  and  Heals  Service. 

One  third  of  a  pint  of  milk  per  day  is  providod  free  at  school  for  all 
pupils  in  the  area,  and  the  vast  majority  take  advantage  of  this.  All  the 
milk  supplied  is  pasteurised,  with  the  exception  of  S’addleworth  Dobcross  C.  of  E. 

School,,  which  receives  a  supply  of  Tuberculin'  Tested  Milk. 

Five  samples  of  school  milk  have  been  taken  during  the  year,  all  proving 
satisfactory  except  for  one  sample'  of  pasteurised  milk. 

Hot  mid-day  meals  are  served  at  all  schools  in  the  district,  being  prepared 
at  kitchens  situated  at  Springhead -County  School,  Greenfield  County  School, 
Friezland  County  School,.  Diggle  County  School  «  A"  1  other  schools  being 
supplied  from  the  cooking  depot  at  Delph. 

Meals  have  frequently  been  inspected  at  the  schools  by  myself ,  and  have 
always  appeared  excellent,  one  possible  defeat  is  that  the  meals  tend  to  be 
cooked  rather  early  in  the  morning,  in  order  that  thej  can  be  deli  ^red  to  the 
various  schools  in  time.  I  feel  it  would  be  better  if  seme  of  the  schools 
received  the  dinners  a  little  after  mid-dry.  Food  for  some  schools  is  kept 
warm  for  often  as  much  as  three  quarters  of  an  hour  before  being  consumed, 
(nutritional  value  and  tasto,  both  deteriorate  rapidly  when  the  food  is  being 
kept  warn). 
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Sch  ol  Buildings. 


The  school  buildings  in  Saddleworth  are  generally  speaking,  very  un¬ 
sat  siactory ,  many  being  old  and  out  of  keeping  with  modern  ideas  of  hygiene. 
Several  of  the  schools  are  also  overcrowded.  I  have  not  had  the  opportunity 

so  far,  to  make  a  detailed  inspection,  of  the  buildings,  but  I  hope  to  complete 
this  early  in  1949. 

-Xmn'nisati on  and  Vac ci nation 

Free  vaccination  against  Smallpox,  and  immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
is  available  for  all  infants  and  children  at  the  Welfare  Centres  and  Schools. 
Immunisation  and  vaccination  can  also  be  carried  out  free  by  General  Practitioners 
who  are  re-imbursed  by  the  County  Council, 


Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  all  infants  are  immunised  by  the  time 
they  nre  -2  months  old.  Propaganda  material  is  distributed'  at  the  Welfare  Centre 
and  any  child  found  not  to  be  immunised  by  the  first  birthday  receives  a  special 
■visit  from  the  Health  visitor.  In  the  schools,  refresher  dosea  are  offered  for 
all  children  every  4  years. 

On  July  5x h,  legislation,  making  vaccination  against  small  pox  compulsory 
was  repea 1  id ,  and  since  then,  vaccination  has  been  offered  the  infants  on  the 

s 

same  voluntary  basis  ns  immunisation.  So  far,  little  has  been  done  to  persuade 

mothers  to  use  the  service,  and  only  two  vaccinations  have  been  carried  out  by 
this  department.

Lias on  has  been  established  with  the  Almoner  of  the  Oldham  Group  of 
Hospitals,  .  v\;h  i  -■  ovic.ee  most  of  the  hospital  accomodation  for  this  area. 
Several  cases  needing  after-care  have  been  notified  to  us  and  the  visits  have 
been  undertaken  by  Health  Visitors  and  Home  Nurses  at  the  request  of  ‘the 
hospitals,  v Iso  Home  Helps  have  been  provided  at  the  request  of  the  Almoner. 

So  far,  no  request  for  background  information,  has  been  received. 

Convalesce  has  also  been  arranged  through  the  County  Council  for  several 
hospital ,  and  general  practitioners  cases,  and  there  has  been  close  co-operation 
in  obtaining  the  necess  ,ry  institutional  care  for  school  children. 

The  Care  of  th$  Aged . 

In  co-operation  with  the  Divisional  Welfare  Officer:-,  a  start  has  been  made 
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in  -  survej  cf  the  aged  in  the  area.  Preliminary  work  consisting  mostly  of 
visits  by  Health  Visitors  has  revealed  the  long  suspected  plight  of  many  old 
people  in  tne  area.  A  minority  have  been  found  living  under  very  unsatis¬ 
factory  conditions,  and  what  could  be  done  in  the  way  of  providing  the 
services  of  home  nurses  and  hone  helps  has  been  done.  The  greatest 
difuculty  encountered  has  been  the  impossibility  of  persuading  old  people 
who  are  not  capable  of  running  their  own  hone  to  consent  to  being  moved 
to  Ola  Person's  Home.;,  and  the  difficulty  when  they  are  ill  of  getting  them 
accepted  in so  hospitals,  though  they  are  willing  to  go*.
